The Opening Sessioa—The S<cre- 
tary’s Report. 
April 25.—The Irish 
Convention is largely attended. None 
but menbers of the Land League took 
part in the proceedings. All were men 
of respectable appearance. President 
James Mooney read the opening ad- 
dress. A Committee of Credentials 
was appointed. Recess, 
, Inthe afternoon the Convention re- 
assembled. The Secretary’s report 
showed that. during the year eighty- 
three new branches had reported to the 
central office. There are now five hun- 
dred and fifty branches of which the 
central oflice has official knowledge, and 
two hundred and eighty-nine not known 
officially. Balance of cash on hand 
April 9th, $8692; remitted to Ireland 
for Land League purposes, to date, 
$39,102; and for Irish relief 
iund, $23,652, A motion was carried 
that each State and ‘Territory be 
represented by delegates on the com- 
mittee to prepare a plan of merging the

lrish League with the National League. 
All matters concerning the reorganiza- 
tion of Leagues is to be referred to this 
committee, At the evening session the 
report of Colonel Collins, of Massachu- 
setts, of the committee appointed to 
wait on the President at the last con- 
vention to inquire into the conduct of 
Mr. Lowell, was accepted. Collius said; 
‘Pending diplomatic negotiations, Ar- 
thur said he could not give any answer; 
but when the time came for action the 
President would be found on the right 
side.’”’ 

Father McKenna moved that the Pres- 
ident be censured for lack of good faith 
and dishonest conduce. Ruled out of 
order, 
+» Thomas Brennan addressed the con- 
vention, He said in a few years the 
Land League had saved $20,000,000 to 
the producers of Ireland. 


the Lrish convention was called to 
order by Alex. Sullivan, of Chicago, 
in an appreciative speech. Temporary 
organization was effected by the ap- 
pointment of the Rev. Maurice J.Doony 
Lemporary President. The usual 
committees were appointed. Mrs. Delia 
Parnell entered escorted by Alexander 
Sullivan, who introduced her amid tre- 
meadons applause as ‘‘a greater woman 
than the mother of the Gracchi.’’ 


April 26,— At the after- 
noon session the galleries were crowded. 
There were 1155 delegates on the floor, 
while forty delegates, ladies, were given 
scuts upon the stage. Mrs. Parnell was 
loudly cheered upon entering, 

On motion of M. V. Gannon, of 
Iowa, resolution of respect 
and sympathy for the mother of Fannie 
Parnell was adopted by a rising vote. 
It was stated that the Central Leagye of 
Boston would decorate Fanny Parneli’s 
grave. The customary committees 
on permanent’ organization were ap- 
pointed.

Ireland’s hopes are 
centered in you, Suit all differences for 
her sake. Unfurl the stainless banner 
with the [rish-American National League 
inscribed thereon, and Erin’s deliver- 
ance will soon be won.

Patterson metaphorically takes the cake, 
Driven from San Diego by the indig nant 
and enraged citizens of that place, upon 
whose wives and daughters she had prac- 
ticed her foul imposition, she fled to other 
fields, and now comes to eur city to further 
practice her fraud. When her character 
is known, she will hardly be allowed to 
remain at Starke’s or allowed the columns 
of respectable newspapers. Her method 
at San Diego is described by the Sun of 
that city as follows:

OnE of the most conspicuous objects 
in Los Angeles is the Courthonse— 
conspicuous more particularly for its 
aged and venerable appearance than 


- for its beauty. There is a legend con- 


nected with that building, for the 
truth of which we will not vouch, but 
it runs like this: “Once upon a time 
the rain descended and the winds blew, 
but the house did not fall because it 
‘was founded upon the rocks. It did, 
however, display some cracks in the 
plaster of the inner walls, extending 
fur into the brick-work, into which a 
man could thrust his hand, provided 
his hand was not above average size. 
Upon this the Supervisors  con- 
vened and appointed a committee of 
three competent mechanics, who exam- 
ined the structure and pronounced it 
unsafe. Then the courts adjourned, but 
the Clerk, Recorder and other county 


_ officers stood to their posts of duty, as 


there were then, as now, plenty of 
others ready to take their places in 
case the house should fail and crush 
them. But it did not fall, and the 
cracks being cemented with mud and 
whitewashed over, some of the wood- 
work painted and a few other repairs 
made, it was.thus rendered safe and 
sound”—no reference being had to the 
safe keeping of our public records and 
the sound of trafic in the streets, which 
disturb the sessions of the courts from 
day to day. 

Safe or unsafe the site of the Court- 
house ought to be solil to the United 


' States for the erection of a building 


for a Postoftice and other Government 
offices, a respectable Court House and 
jail ought to be erected and a few 
other improvements made. Just 
enough so that old residents would 
not feel ashamed when strangers come 
visiting us who are liable to judge us 
as a people by the work we have done. 


THE insect pests, which have al- 
ready become such a fearful nuisance 
all over the Pacific coast, have had an 
addition to their number, which is 
greatly alarming northern grain grow- 

ers. Within the past few weeks a 
small insect has appeared on _ the 
wheat and barley in the Salinas 
and Santa Clara valleys, and 
in a portion of Alameda county, which 
is destroying growing grain in a most 
effectual manner. The eggs or seeds 

_ Of the insect first appear on the stalk 
of the plant, and are not much larger 
than pin-heads, but hatch out quickly 
small flies or bugs, which speedily at- 
tack the stalks and leaves, piling them- 
selvesa quarter of an inch thick in 
some places. In a few days the thriv- 
ing grain fields turn yellow and wither 
up, and the farmers as_ yet 
are powerless against this new evil. 
No damage up to date is reported fur- 
ther south than Monterey county, but 
it behooves our grain growers to be on 
their guard, and if possible adopt vig- 
orous measures. The newly organized 
Produce Exchange in this city could 
perhaps do something in the matter, 
and the members should speedily give 
it their attention.

A Camp of Outlaws 10 the Jamul 

Mountains. 

From the San Diego Union, April 21.] 

A correspondent of the Union, writ- 
ing from Campo under date of April 
18th ( Wednesday), says: ‘‘A great deal 
of anxiety is felt as to the safety of life 
and property along the line, on ac- 
count of a band of outlaws now camped 
in the Jamul mountains, near the 
boundary. It is reported that they 
are ten in number, well armed 
and mounted. They have been killing 
cattle and committing depredations on 
both sides of the line. The Mexican 
authorities have a party out watching 
for these ruffians, and if the authori- 
ties on our side would make a similar 
effort the gang might be hunted down. 
No more mercy should be given such 
atrocious wretches than to so many 
wolves. No doubt this gang is organ- 
ized for regular operations in highway 
robbery and horse-stealing all along the 
border. By prompt action they might 
be surprised in their camp.”’ 

The intelligence given by our corre- 
spondent reached the authorities here 
Thursday morning by a message from 
the Governor of the Frontier of Lower 
California, who was at the head of a 
posse just below the line, and asked 
co-operation from this side. Con- 
stable LKussell, Charley Murphy and 
five others left town about two in the 
afternoon, reaching the Otay at half-pust 
four. The Governor of the District, 
with a party of ten, were on the other 
side ready for a joint movement. In 
the evening it was discovered that the 
outiaws had broken camp and fled, and 
from reports received, it was believed 
that they had gone toward the ‘‘Colony,”’ 
or Yuma. Constable Russell and par- 
ty, »fter being notified by the Governor 
of the inutility of further pursuit, re- 
turned to town. 


New Town Notes, 

A correspondent of the San Bernar- 
dino Times, writing from New Town, 
April 9th, says; The railroads are ad- 
vancing rapidly. The Southern Pacitic 
reached the river bank to-day, which 
the Atlantic and Pacific is some thirty 
miles east of, although the company are 
driving the piles, and soon the bridge 
will be thrown together, and the trains 
will then pass over to the east and west. 

The land along the river is very rich, 
and the Indians have raised large crops 
this season. 

The crossing of the railroad will be 
six miles north of the Needles. 

The boys last evening, that is a few 
of them, made a raft und started ona 
trip to Yuma, a distance of 320 miles. 
They left here at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon.
